Examination of the knots of the ribbons binding the 
pages of each of the five "V/ard and Paul” copies of Ruby‘s 
testimony revealed no conclusive evidence that any had been 
untied and retied » The ribbon of copy number four sho\7s more 
fraying of the ends than do the others* The pages of copy 
number three reveal that they have been subjected to much more 
handling than do the pages of any of the other copies.
